TEACHERS MUST 

BE EXAMINED 
All school teachers in Kentacky 
must' now be examined in agriculture. 
The following from a recent govern- 
ment bulletin will be of interest: 

1. All teadiers except those teach- 
ing in cities of the first, second, third, 
and foui'th classes, slial! be examined 
Jn the .-ubjpct of Atjriculture. This 
examination may bo taken at any of 
tlic regular examinations for teachers 
on the third Friday and Saturday o{ 
May, June, and Soptember. 

2. The questions for such exam 
inations win be taken fronv govern- 
ment bulletins Nos.. 54 and 56, furn- 
ished by the Agricultaral^ department 
of the State University. 

3. These questions and answers 
are now in the bands of the .eaantf 
superintendents and may be had free 
of chai ge by all teaahera and piospec- 
tive tcacliers. 

4. Examination in tho subject of 
Agriculture wiU be held on Saturday 
afternoon of regular examination day 
so that the teachers whose certificates 
have not ocpired may take tiie ex- 
amination in this, the 12th subject, 
and have the grade made in such sub- 
ject added to their certificate yet in 
force. 

5. All teachers now holding cer- 
terficates but who are compelled to 
take examination in agriculture, will 
pay a fee of 25 cents for such exam- 
ination but those persons taking the 
full examination and aU the 12 sub- 
jects will pay the regnl^ fee of |1.

Louisville, May 21 — Aiding return- 
er sailors, soldiers and marines in ob- 
taining employinjint, their war bo- 
nuses and providing information as to 
war risk insurance in addition to 
special relief work and an opportuni- 
ty for comradeship between all wor)d 
war veterans, will be oflFeied in the 
Kentucky branches of the American 
Legion, according to Judge Henry 
De Havon Moorman, of Hardins- 
burg, Ky. He was elected temporary 
state commander for Kentucky at St. 
Louis i'ec«itly when the Legion was 
formed. 

"More than anything el.se," said 
Judge Moorman, "will be the oppor- 
tunity of Kentucky vetei-ans to estab- 
lish thenfcelves on the platform of 
broad Americanism as set forth by 
the St< Louis caucus No Bolshovistic 
of radical representatives will be 
members and the jozgaaization will 
be 100 ' percent Americanized," he 
added. 

Bureaus in Kentucky will be formed 
to handle problems of the returning 
service man, such as bonuses, insur 
ance, compensation, employment and 
relief. Judge Moorman explainetl, ad 
ding that the state executive com 
mittee would direct this worit through 
district and county organizers. 

The preamble of the^ constitution 
expresses ' the organization's purpose 
in this manner: 

"For God and Country, we unite 
to uphold and defend the constitution 
of the United States of America; to 
maintain law and order^ to foster and 
perpetuate a 100 percent American 
ism; to presei-ve memories and inci 
dents of the great war; to inculcate 
a sense of individual obligation to the 
commanity, state nation; combat the 
autocracy of both the classes and the 
masses; tnake right the master of 
might; promote peace and good will 
on earth; safeguai^ and transmit to 
posterity the principle of justice, 
freedom, and democracy, and conse-' 
crate And satify onr comradeship 
by our devotion to mutual helpfull- 
ness." 

Mr. Moorman is authorized to ap- 
point a chairman in each congression- 
al district, who will name a repre- 
sentative man in each county of his 
district to call county meetings, after 
which soldiers, sailors,' and marines 
of each county will organize one or 
more local posts. An executive com- 
mittee of thirteen members, he said, 
will be appointed to meet and advise 
him in issuing instructions for organ- 
ization in the state. Prelirainary ar- 
rangements may be considered at 
once, but no action, will be taken un-
